Fined £90 and Licence 
Cancelled 


Being found guilty of a drunk driving charge 
brought double penalties to a resident of Altona 
East. He has to pay fines totalling £90, forfeit a 
surety of £25 and his licence has been cancelled 
for more than 12 months. 

At Williamstown Court last week, Bartholomew 
Whelan, of Monteith Street, was fined £60 and 
disqualified from holding a drivers licence for 12 
months when found guilty of driving under the in- 
fluence of intoxicating liquor. 


“As a result of this convic- 
tion he appeared at Footscray 
Court the following day for 
breach of a bond he was 
given on an earlier occasion 
last year when he had been 
charged with driving under 
the influence of liquor. 

Under the terms of the 
bond he was not to drive 
after he had been drinking 
liquor. For breaking the 
bond he forfeited £25 surety 
and on this earlier charge he 
was fined £30 for driving un- 
der the influence of intoxi- 
cating liquor and his licence 
further cancelled. 

At Williamstown Court 
Evidence was given by police 
who followed defendant in 
Millers Road, Altona North, 
in the early hours of the 
morning of November 3, last 
year, Whelan was travelling 
at 20 mph when a car tried 
to overtake him, he’ swerved 
into the path of the car, forc- 
ing it back and slowed to 10 
mph, the car then passed him. 
AS a car Was approaching him 
from the opposite direction 
he was doing 5 mph, but 
suddenly accelerated to 15 
mph and veered to the wrong 
side of the road. Ta avoid a 
collision the oncoming car 
swerved completely off the 
road. On being called to stop 


by the police, Whelan turned 
into Blackshaws Road and 
stopped. 

Whelan, whose breath 
smelt of liquor, refused to 
get out of his car and tried 
to start off again but his 
car keys were taken. He had 
to be forcibly removed from 
his car and, resisting vio- 
lently, he was carried to the 
police car where he was 
handcuffed and held until a 
divisional van ‘arrived. He 
refused a breathalyzer test 
at the Williamstown Police 
Station but agreed to blood 
tests by the police surgeon, 
Dr. J. Birrell. 


The blood sample taken by 
Dr, Birrell] had not been 
analysed until approximately 
30 hours later and the analyst. 
said the sample could have 
been affected. However, Dr. 
Birrell said he had conducted 
tests on uncorked blood six 
weeks later and found no 
change had occurred. 

Whelan’ was found guilty

LABOR VIEWS

Last 
week one political ' writer 
quoted Mr. Frank Crean as 
being left wing on the Mon- 
day and right wing on the 
Tuesday. Another was equal- 
iy sure Mr. Crean ‘was @ 
moderate.

The real facts are, of 
course, that Mr. Crean and 
his colleagues are loyal ALP 
members, i 

Originally, those who stood 
for the retention of the 


status quo were the conserva-. 


tives or right wingers, and 
those who wanted to change 
the social order were deemed 


to be all on the left wing of |- 


politics, Today the rights in 
the view of Melbourne daily 
press were always right, but 
the lefts are all things that 
are bad, varying from stupid 
to subversive, " 

The term left winger has 
become a label with which 
to libel. 

The so-called - deadlock 
which was alleged to have 
taken place when ‘the - re- 
cently siected Federal Labour 
Party selected its | shadow 
cabinet last week, was just 
the normal functioning of 
a democratic political party 
selecting its leaders. 

All are members of the one 
party; all- have, and are en- 
titled to, their ‘personal 
views on issues which arise 
from time to time.j But ali 
subscribe loyally to the plat- 
form and policy of the ALP. 

Isn't this much more demo- 
cratic than the method by 
which the - Liberal Party 








selects its leaders? 

,;The Prime Minister can have 
whom he likes. Naturally, the 
ones he prefers are the people 
who will readily agree with 
his point of view—or they 
just won’t be in the cabinet. 

It won’t be long before the 
back benetiers of the Federal 
Liberal Party who resent this 
one man band method of 
forming the cabinet, will ob- 
tain a more ~ democratic 
method of electing cabinet 
And the method for which 
they are striving is the same 
method as the Labour Party 
has always adopted—that of 
the popular vote. I wonder 
if the papers then will accuse 
them of being locked in a 
left versus right wing fight. 

The accusation is that of an 
electoral pact between the 
State ALP and the Country 
Party. What of it? 

Would it be any worse 
than the nine year pact that 
has existed between the Lib- 
eral Party and the DLP 
which commenced at the Mel- 
bourne Town Hall early in 
1955 when Mr. Barry of the 
so-called Anti-Communist 


Labour Party and Mr. Bolte,. 


who then Jed 2a minority 
group of 13 LCP members in 
and ultimately did, defeat 
the State House, agreed to, 
the Cain Labour Government 
on a spurious no confidence 
motion, 

The pact was, and is, a 
most profitable one for both 
these parties. - i 

The Liberal Party can gain 
big majorities to form a gov- 
ernment in their own right 
which makes them happy, 
and the Democratic Labour 
Party enjoys the greatest 


power in the history of its 
formation. 

It may be power without 
glory, but nevertheless, it’s 
power, and that undoubtedly 
satisfies the people who spon- 
sor and maintain the DLP. 

The continued advice to 
Labour to revitalise its poli- 
cies and get away from the 
democratic socialisation plank 
is an-old critique of the 
Liberals. 

Yet Liberal Party in govern- 
ment :in latter years has 
brought down successfully 
more ‘ socialistic legislation 
than the Labour Party has 
been able to achieve in its 
short years of Office. 

Labour’s policies are still 
well in advance of the Liberal 
Party—a fact that is borne 
out by the support of the 
parties at the last Federal 
election. 

The Government of Sir 
Robert Menzies has never 
been able to top the 2,000,000 
vote mark in Australian elec- 
tions, but the ALP has done 
this a number of times. 

In the recent Federal 
Elections nearly 2.5 million 
voters voted for ALP candi- 
dates, while the total vote for 
the Menzles candidates only 
totalled 1.9 million. It was 
only because of DLP prefer- 
ances that the Menzies Gov- 
arnment has been returned to 
office for the greater portion 
of the 14 years it has been 
the Government. 

Labour is not being defeated 
on policy or votes. What is 
defeating the ALP is the 
“little man in the middle of 
the see-saw,” .the power be- 
hind beth the Menzies and 
the Bolte Governments. This 
type of power politics is cor- 
rupting parliamentary life. 

The forthcoming State Elec- 
tion will give the -Victorian 
electors an opportunity to get 
something done for the coun- 
try dwellers of this State by 
removing a government that 
has become smug and com- 
placent in the knowledge that 
so long as they get DLP pre- 
ferences they can do as they 
-—or the DLP leaders—like, 
despite the votes or the 
wishes of those who want 
the development of the whole 
of Victoria and not just the 
metropolitan area.

They will have little qualms 
about ordering the military 
or the police to supress all 
resistance by any means. 
One- only has to look to 
other countries to see the 
shooting of strikers trying to 
better their lot. Unless we 
remain vigilant this will be 
our lot. We must dedicate 
ourselves to the removal of 
alk social injustice whenever 
and whereever we find it, 
this would be fitting as a 
tribute to all those who have 
fought .for the conditions of 
work and the personal free- 
doms we enjoy today.
